Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 

Will you please inform me through the 
Ploughman, the best method of fattening 
fowls and chickens, and would it do to use 
tan and sawdust for the nest ; also what age 
a chicken ought to commence to lay ? 

A READER OF THE PLOUGHMAN.

To fatten fowls is one thing and to fatten 
chickens is another. 

Fowls will take on fat very rapidly by 
feeding to them all the Indian corn they will 
eat, with the addition of a soft feed—one- 
third Indian meal and two-thirds shorts—in 
the morning. 

But chickens do not fatten readily and the 
only thing we can do is to keep them eating, 
by supplying a variety of fattening and nour- 
ishing food. 

Our practice is to give young and growing 
chickens for their breakfast, Indian meal 
scalded, and salted moderately.

COMPOSITION OF CHEESE.

ARTICLE II. 


In a previous article, (see Ploughman, 
Feb. 19th, 1876,) I reported the results of a 
chemical analysis of several kinds of cheese 
obtained by different parties in consequence 
of varying modes of manufacture. To-day, 
I propose to state the composition of a num- 
ber of samples of cheese expressly made at 
my suggestion, by Th. P. Root, Esq., of 
Barre, Mass., for the purpose of ascertaining 
the composition of the cheese produced from 
the same quality of milk under similur treat- 
ment, after more or less of the cream has 
been separately collected. For the subse- 
quent detailed statement of the management 
and the results of the entire operation, I am 
indebted to Mr. Root, who has kindly con- 
sented to its publication on the present 
occasion. The analyses have been carried 
out under my direction by Messrs. E. B. 
Bragg and C. S. Howe of the class 1875 and 
of 1878 of the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College. The milk which served for the 
experiment was taken from about forty 
cows,—Grade-Durham,—on the 17th, 18th, 
and the morning of the 19th of October last,

may be carried in molecules in the air, and 
thus produce the disease. It evidently did 
not originate de novo in England, but was 
carried there by ship loads of cattle from the 
Russian Baltic ports. If this theory is cor- 
rect,then all importation of cattle from 
abroad should at once be prohibited by Con- 
gress, if not otherwise possible to be pre- 
vented. And it would pay well to call Con- 
gress together for that purpose only. No 
ship having a cow or sheep on arrival from 
Europe, or countries having the pest, should 
be allowed to land in America without suffi- 
cient quarantine. Every disease must at 
some time have originated from a violent 
disregard of the natural laws, and this as 
others. But I am ofthe opinion that there 
is nothing in the management of cattle in 
Great Britain or America to generate the 
disease ; so also no sanitary precautions can 
arrest it short of non-intercourse. I believe 
it to be a species of bloody murrain, aggra- 
vated by the marshy nature of northern 
Russia and the utter disregard of all the 
laws of health which is known to man and 
beast, especially in regard to ventilation 
and cleanliness, which prevails in these cold 
climates, where great expenditure of heat is 
needed, and fuel and food scarce.

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WEEDING THE FLOCKS. 


Not alone from the soil are found spring- 


|ing the tares that militate against the great- 


est success of the genuine and desired crops, 
but they are found in the cattle pens, the 
pig-stys, the sheep-yards, the stables and 
chicken-coops. In the human family we 
find the odd and doubtful member that re- 
duces the average that otherwise would be 
high; and in the animal family can we ex- 
pect more, or always depend on perfection ? 
All will not be good; weak and puny ones 
will appear, demanding more care and cost- 
ing more than they are or can be worth. 
Such should be weeded out. Understand 
this—every month you are weeding on the 
farm is a machine that is doing its best to 
destroy and reduce your products; if the 
animal is good, the material consumed is un- 


|dergoing a change that will increase its 
|value; if poor, it is absorbing your sub- 


stance with no prospect of return or com- 
pensation. If sheep are staple in your 
breeding, give no place to any but those 
which yield the heaviest fleeces and the 
greatest amount of meat. If cattle, select 
those that will attaina maximum of weight 
in two instead of four years. If hogs select 


|a breed that will not only eat and be satis- 


fiel but when they have converted corn into 
pork, will yield a maximum number of 
pounds for a minimum number of bushels. 
f the kind you are breeding will not do this, 
you are wasting your substance. A lean, 
uneasy hog eats most ; a scrubby, scrawny 
steer is never satisfied, and will never satis- 
fy the owner; a “plug” of a horse will 
keep a common man poor, and never be any- 
thing but a plug ; poor sheep are expensive ; 
in a word, poor stock of any kind is a bur- 
den and expense no man can afford to carry, 
and the weeding out of these useless, expen- 
sive parasites cannot be too promptly ac- 
complished. Fewer and better is a good 
motto ; don’t wait until next year to begin 
this eliminating process, but do it “now. 
Save this winter’s feed by at once disposing 
of the tares of the flock.—Factory and 
Farm. 





FENCE POSTS TOP END DOWN. 


A study of vegetable physiology led me to 
try several experiments, many years ago, to 
throw light upon this question. The sap of 
moisture goes up in the sap wood from the 
roots to the leaves of trees. I found if the 
post is butt-end down, the pores are open 
upward, and water can go up, and thus keep 
the post moist between wind and water, 
whidvannes cause a rapid decay. It appeared 
probable that the pores were open only 
upward, and not downward in the tree. To 
test this, 1 cut a small maple sapling, (two 
inches through,) in May, leaving the limbs 
all on, and placed the butt-end in a pail of 
brine. In thirty-six hours, the leaves were 
saturated with this brine, the taste of the salt 
being strong. 

At the same time I had cut off the top 
branch, leaving the rest of the limbs. After 
winding a cloth around the butt-end to pre- 
vent evaporation, I placed the top end in a 
pail of brine, and allowed it to remain sev- 
eral days, but no brine had been absorbed at 
the top end. It had not penetrated the pores 
as far as the end was immersed in the brine,

ject—Farmers are too careless; they make 
tow heavy drafts upon their constitutions, 
depending too much upon the recuperative 
= of nature to restore their over-ex- 

austed systems. Nature, good, kind soul, 
will do this; she will do it again and again, 
but she is not all powerful. She will even- 
tually break, and the miserable, unfortunate, 
imprudent individual is an unhappy invalid, 
and mayhap, for life. Farmers do not work 
too much; perhaps not more than is condu- 
cive to the highest state of health and 
strength. Still, such is the nature, ( at least 
the present nature, for constant improve- 
ments are steadily decreasing the evil,) of the 
farmer’s duties that there are times when it 
seems almost absolutely necessary to over- 
work to secure the crops. But let him 
beware. Let him not depend too much upon 
the strength of his good constitution. Better 
lose his crops, yes, his entire fortune, than 
lose his health. With good health he can 
repair his losses; with good health he can 
win a fortune ; withovt this, a fortune is un- 
enjoyable, life is almost better lost than 
saved. Yet these hurrying times of farmers 
can, with proper management, to a great ex- 
tent, be avoided. The farmer, if he be living 
in the West, has a large crop of wheat to 
harvest. His neighbors are in like predica- 
ment. Help will be scarce and dear. He 
knows all this, and ought to think about it 
months in advance. He should think about 
it soon enough to go to mill some leisure 
day. He should think about it soon enough 
to have his summer’s wood at the door. Yes, 
and chopped, and split, and seasoned, for the 
women folks will be too busy to worry over 
green wood. Rather let him borrow money 
at ten per cent. and hire his wood chopped 
and housed the preceding Winter. Let him 
hunt up all his tools. Let him grind all that 
are dull. Let him purchase ya sare where 
there is a likelihood of there being occasion for 
the use. In short, let him get good and ready 
tools, and, with all necessary help, let him 
put in his sickle the moment the first acre is 
fit to cut, and proceed even unto the end, 
coolly, calmly, without flustration, and with- 
out overworking the hands, for that is as 
impolitic as it is wicked. Let him avoid 
strong diinks as the evil one. Let him take 
long noonings when the days are very hot, 
and work a little longer when days are cool. 
But, above all, let him never once on any 
occasion, except to save life, labor to com- 
plete exhaustion. Such is suicide—sheer 
suicide. When the powers of nature begin 
to give way, pause, and rest, and recruit. 

The farmer’s calling ought to be the most 
healthful calling in existence, which is not 
the fact, and why is this? Does he work 
too hard? I think not. He does not work 
evenly. He works too miuch by fits and 
starts. Some of his organs are over-worked ; 
some of them are Tader-weshed. Every 
faculty, every organ, every power, both of 
mind and body, intellectual, moral, physical, 
should alike go through the proper grada- 
tions of labor and rest, to produce the 
utmost limit of intellectual, mural and phy- 
sical health and enjoy ment. 

Farmers are the ~ social, perha s, of 
any of the classes of community. Their 
position and occupation often isolates them 
from their fellow men, and too often a habit 
of misanthropy grows upon them, rendering 
them unsocial and unamiable. Such a con- 
dition, if not positively productive of ill 
health, is at least as productive of unhappi- 
ness as actual disease. 

Let the farmer then, next to life and a 
clear conscience consider health the greatest 
blessing that the good Father bestows upon 
his children; and let him never cease to 
thank that Father that He has given us 
wisdom, by the right use of which we can 
preserve a —_ one of ork — 
ing to a good old age. t me repeat, 
and sg and play ; visit the rich and 
visit the poor; use, and not abuse all the 
good things of life. Be temperate in eating 
and drinking; be temperate in the use of 
means to restore health when lost. Do not 
let. ungoverned passions wear out health and 
life, for they corrode as the canker, and 
wither as the blasts of Sahara. Bathe often, 
for a clean skin and a clean conscience are 
near of kin. Never wear out, never rust 
out, but live God’s appointed time, enjoying 
health and life to its utmost extent.—S. P.

~NEW METHODS OF BUTTER 
MAKING. 


Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 

Referring to my letter published in the 
Ploughman of February 17th, in which I 
proposed to try the experiment of setting 
milk in “deep covered cans” and promising 
to report the result, I have to say that the 
result of the experiment is entirely satisfac- 
tory; I have produced under this system 
Jirst rate butter, and uniformly so, never 
once missing. Formerly, under the large 
open pan system we had occasionally butter 
of which our customers would complain, and 
the effect was to keep the price down; but 
under the new system we have never failed 
to give satisfaction to our customers, and the 
tendency is to a higher price even in a gen- 
erally falling butter market. 

There is no subject of such universal im- 
portance to farmers that is, I think, so little 
understood as the science of the dairy, that 
is to say the principles upon which milk be- 
comes butter. I won’tundertake to elucidate 
these, but will state facts as they have oc- 
curred in my experience. 

ist. Cream rises as quickly and in as large 
quantities in a low temperature as in a 
higher. I get as near 40 deg. as I can and 
maintain that temperature. 

2nd. But in that temperature the milk 
must be covered, because the lower the tem- 
perature the more rapid is the condensation 
of the moisture of the atmosphere, and con- 
sequently the more certain is the cream to 
receive the taint of the surroundings. 

Milk thus covered and kept cool 
needs no ventilation or airing, provided it is 
the clean milk of healthy cows fed on whole 
some food.

milk for cream, Mr. Bliss writes to the 


Country Gentleman as follows :—Eb. } 


“Traditional error is of all things the 
most difficult to contend against. From 
time immemorial it has been held that ex- 
posure to air and light is absolutely necessa- 
ry to the separation of the cream and to the 
quality and color of the butter. When the 
writer, some eight years ago, ventured to 
assert that such is not the case the whole 
fraternity of dairymen was positively com- 
mitted to the other theory and ready to con- 
tend for it. But it has been proved by more 
than two years’ experience in one of the best 
“ creameries ” in the country and by many 
private dairymen who have practiced Mr. 
Hardin’s system of setting, that so far from 
exposure being necessary or desirable, it is 
absolutely harmful. A letigimate outgrowth 
of this erroneous theory and that time hon- 
ored theory that milk must be set shallow, 
was the system of large, flat, shallow pans 
with a attachments. Of all the un- 
natural, unphilosophical schemes for cooling 
fluids, that of passing cold water underneath 
them while exposed to atmospheric influ- 
ences was the masterpiece. Fluids convey 
but do not conduct heat to any consideralile 
extent. The colder strata always lie at the 
bottom. It is possible, and indeed it is 
common, in these pans for the top stratum 
of the water and the bottom strata of milk 
to become of the same temperature while 
there are many degrees of difference between 
the lower strata of the water and the upper 
strata of the milk. Again, it is practically 
impossible to very considerably reduce the 
temperature of a large shallow body of milk 
while entirely surrounded by and exposed to 
the temperature with little or no protection. 
A prominent writer upon dairy topics states 
that although he has made a large number of 
thermometic tests he has never found _an 
instance where the milk in one of that kind 
of pans was more than one degree colder 
than the surrounding atmosphere. We must 
then conclude that for all practical and eco- 
nomical purposes the large pan system is a 
failure so far as artificial cooling is con- 
cerned. In confirmation of this conclusion, 
reached theoretically, we have the evidence 
of many practical dairymen and manufac- 
turers. 

There have recently appeared several new 
milk setters. The more prominent of these 
are Hardin’s, Cooley’s, Reynolds’ and Fergu- 
son’s; and itis with reference to one or 
other of these that the inquiries mentioned 
were addressed. Mr. Hardin sets his milk 
in deep covered cans,in what he modestly 
calls a box. It has doorsin front like a 
cupboard; a shelf at the top on which he 
places his ice, and a sort of shallow vat or 
sink at the bottom, in which he sets his cans, 
and which holds the water dripping from the 
melted ice. Although the water in runni 
down from the melted ice falls upon an 
around the cans, the main reliance for cool- 
ing is upon the cold air of the box. Mr. 
Hardin states that he tried the use of ice water 
around his cans, but that he found it consumed 
toomuch ice—far more than in the present 
plan.
